Darren Norrington set a Deep One magnet 14" below grade on the south face of the stone. Orange flagging was tied to the stone 
and a five-foot t-post was set 0.9' south of the center of the stone with a Monroe County "PROTECT NEARBY SURVEY MARKER" 
sign set facing north 2.8 above grade.

The stone was accepted as the best evidence of the corner with no associated uncertainty.

OTHER EVIDENCE

From the Forest Service gate on Terrill Cemetery Road (4731.070) at the Hickory Ridge fire tower, travel north on 
Terrill Cemetery Road for approximately 0.6 miles, being approximately 800 feet northeast of the intersection of 
Axsom trail with Terrill Cemetery Road. Travel southeast approximately perpendicular to the road for about 175 feet. 

Stone scribed “1/4 S”, measuring 5” x 10” x 24” was found leaning significantly to the east, but firmly in the ground. 
Approximately 4” of the stone’s 24” length was visible above ground when initially found. I removed the stone from 
the ground to search for scribing. Stone was reset in the same hole and set upright, with approximately 10” exposed. 

A Deep One magnet was set 14” below grade along the south face of the stone. 

Located on a south facing slope, approximately 175 feet north of a large drainage, 47 feet east of a north-south side 
drainage and 12.5 feet west of a 1 foot deep north-south drainage channel. Pine stand visible to the west and north 
west. Terrill Cemetery Road is not visible from the corner, but hikers can be seen from it. 

Members of Mitchell’s Boy Scout Troop 348 assisted me in the search for this corner, including Jon Drake, Kevin 
Johnson, Andrew Norrington, Chase Sears as well as Doug Johnson. 

The State Plane coordinates shown at the bottom were collected using a resource grade Trimble GEO XT unit. The 
horizontal precision was 4.3 feet.
